WHAT IS CLAIMED IS: 



1 . A serving tray with function of keeping food fresh, comprising: 

a rotary tray provided with at least one compartment disposed 
therein; 

5 at least one receiving pan capable of being located above said at 

least one compartment of said rotary tray, and each provided with a 
plurality of perforated holes arranged on a bottom thereof; 
a base plate disposed below said rotary tray; and, 
whereby after a user puts ice cubes into said at least one 

10 compartment of said rotary tray, places various food items, such as 
vegetables, fruits or the like, respectively in said at least one receiving pan, 
and then locates said at least one receiving pan above said at least one 
compartment of said rotary tray, said food items will soon be spread with 
cool air coming from said ice cubes and penetrating through said plurality 

15 of perforated holes of said at least one receiving pan, thus enabling said 
food items to be kept fresh in cool temperature in a longer period for being 
tasted more delicious, and maintained with their individual unique flavors 
in a sanitary condition. 

2. The serving tray with function of keeping food fresh as claimed 
20 in claim 1, wherein said rotary tray is provided with a supporting edge 

disposed on an inner wall of a periphery thereof along an upper end of 
said at least one compartment for supporting said at least one receiving 
pan. 

3. The serving tray with function of keeping food fresh as claimed 
25 in claim 1, wherein said rotary tray is provided with a plurality of hook 

members disposed on an external surface of a bottom thereof for hooking 
said base plate to make said rotary tray rotatable.

4. The serving tray with function of l<eeping food fresh as claimed 
in claim 1, wherein said rotary tray is provided with a through hole 
disposed in a center thereof for being passed through by a shank of an 
umbrella erected on an outdoor table so that said rotary tray can be 
rotated at 360° angle, convenient for users to take food items placed in 
said rotary tray. 

5. The serving tray with function of keeping food fresh as claimed 
in claim 4, wherein said through hole of said rotary tray is provided with a 
supporting flange protruded inwardly from an upper end of an inner wall 
thereof for supporting a condiment vessel, convenient for users to take 
any condiments placed in said condiment vessel. 

6. The serving tray with function of keeping food fresh as claimed 
in claim 1, wherein said base plate is provided with an annular groove 
disposed thereon, said annular groove provided with a plurality of balls 
accommodated therein, each of said plurality of bails having a top 
protruded out of said annular groove and contacted with an extemal 
surface of a bottom of said rotary tray. 
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
